to interview Mr. Crerar and discuss 
| the whole situation with him and make 
| representations for the Alberta de- 
| partment. On Friday Mr. Marshall 
received a wire from the traffic man- 
agers of the railways saying that they 
|were meeting Saturday morning to 
take this matter up, and immediately 
he wired J. D. McGregor, who was in 
Winnipeg, to represent the Alberta 
department of agriculture before the 
traffic managers of the railways and 
request that they make as large re- 
ductions as possible in their freight 
rates, and on Saturday evening Mr. 
Marshall received the following reply 
from Mr. McGregor: 

“T attended meeting of railways 
who agreed on half rate from all 
points in the three provinces east of 
Cochrane and Lundbreck south line 
on C.P.R., running from Red Deer 
to Lacombe, to Kerrobert, to Wilkie, 
to Saskatoon, and by G.T.P., east of 
Saskatoon to eastern boundary about 
100 miles west of Winnipeg.

Crerar announced that the dominion 
department of agriculture would sup- 
plement the reduction made by the 
railway companies in freight rates, by 
the dominion department paying an 
equivalent. As the railways have made 
a reduction of fifty per cent., the do- 
minion department will now pay the 
other half of the freignt rate, which 
will mean that live stock and feed will 
be transported through the province 
free on certificates signed by the 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture for the 
province. 

W. F. Stevens, live stock commis- 
sioner of the Alberta department went 
south last week to confer with the 
cattle men in Southern Alberta and 
James McCaig went down for the Al- 
berta department to confer with the 
sheep men A. E. Meyer has had his

ment’s Policy Shouted Down 
at Trafalgar Square 


LONDON, July 14-——The largest 
mass meeting held in Trafalgar Square 
since the war began assembled yes- 
terday as a demonstration to demand 
from the government the internment 
of all enemy aliens and the removal | 
from public offices of “all persons of 
enemy taint.” 

Colonel Edward Pryce-Jones, mem- 
ber of parliament for the Montgomery 
district, one of the first speakers tried 
to tell the crowd that the proposals | 
which the government had announced 
a few days ago would be found ade- 
quate. The crowd however, express- | 
ed its disapproval and prevented the} 
speaker from continuing. 

After the tumult had continued 
some time Colonel Pryce-Jones sat 
down and the chairman of the meet- 
ing declared 

"The last speaker's 
very unfortunate, and if any of the 
other speakers attempt to follow the 
same lines I will refuse to allow them 
to speak.’ 

After this admonition 
sequent speakers urged the absolute 
inadequacy of the government's pro- 
posals, and a resolution to this effect 
was enthusiastically passed.

The Prime Minister made this state- | 
ment at a speech given in honor of 
the Canadian editors who are visiting

“This is a war in which we engag- 
ed the Empire,” said the premier, 
when we had no time to consult the 
dominions as to policy, and it is per- 
fectly true that the policy which we 
adopted to protect small nations in 
Europe was a policy embarked upon 
without any consultation with the do 
minions, But you approved of it 
Henceforth you have the right to be 
consulted as to the policy before hand, 
and this is the change which has been 
effected as a result of the war, 

“The contributions which you 
made to enforce these treaties 
given you the undeniable right to aj) 
voice in fashioning the policy which 
may commit you, and for that reason | 
an imperial war cabinet is a reality. 

“Another point in which you must 
have a voice is in the settlement of 
the conditions of peace. We have dis- 
cussed war aims and the conditions 
under which we are prepared to make 
peace at the war cabinet. We arrived 
at an agrement on the subject last year 
with the representatives of the domin- 
fons and we shall reconsider the same 
problems in the light of events which | 
have occurred since that day, and we 
shall reconsider the whole of these 
problems, | have no doubt, the 
course of the next few weeks. 

“Canada and Australia and New 
Zealand, yes, and Newfoundland, they 
have all contributed thelr share of 
sacrifice and they are entitled to an | 
equal voice with the representatives 
of these islands--will determine the | 
conditions under which we are pre- 
pared to make peace. Unless I am 
mistaken we are pretty well in agree- 
ment upon them. 

“There must be no hugger-mugger 
peace. It must be a real peace, We 
are not waging war for the sake of 
killing or of being killed. but for the | 
sake of establishing a just and  hon- 
orable peace for the world. You can- 
not make peace unless it is both just 
and likely to endure.”

May Call Strike Tuesday 

TORONTO, July 14.—A strike will 
be called in the Great Northwestern 
offices during the early part of the 
week, said Vice-President Hill of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ Union  to- 
day. He then intimated that the 
strike which had been pending would 
likely be called on Tuesday morning. 
A meeting was held today of the 
G. N. W. and C. P. R. telegraphers. 
The C. P. R. operators met to consid- 
er their policy in connection with the 
strike, which would involve both com- 
panies and paralyze communications. 
However, it was decided that the C. 
P. R. operators would come to the ase 
sistance of the G, N. W. employees 
only in case of necessity 

The delay in calling the strike has 
been due to the situation with respect 
to the Western Union Company in the 
United States, which was se ttled yes 
terday when the President was given 
authority to take over the telegraph 
and telephone lines.
